The Consolidation Bill, as it relates to Com- 


mon Schools. 

Art. I. Sec. 6. Provides for the election, 
at the time of the election of State and 
County officers,—of a Superintendent of 
Common Schools,”—to continue in office 
two years. Providing also, that the pres- 
ent County Superintendent, making his of- 
ficial bond conformable to the provisions of 
this act, shall exercise the functions of 
his office for the city and county, until his 
term of office expires by law. 

Sec. 11. Provides that the Superintend- 
ent of Common Schools shall receive a sal- 
ary of four thousand dollars, per annum. 

‘ Sxc. 12. Forbids the Board of Educa- 
tion to contract any debt against the city 


and county. 


Art. III. Public Instruction——Sec. 
30. The Superintendent of Common Schools 
shall have the powers, and under the rules 
and regulations established by the Board of 
Education, perform the duties specified in 
the general laws of this State relating to 
that office, except where the sane are 
altered by the provisions of this Act ; and 
it shall be the duty of the said Superintend- 
ent to visit and critically to examine into 
the condition of each school, in the said 
city and county, at least once in three 
months; it shall also be the special duty of 
the Superintendent in said city and county, 
and of each School Director, in his District, 
to observe and cause to be observed such 
general rules for the regulations of the 
Schools, not inconsistent with the laws of 
the State, as may be established by the 
Board of Education of the said city and 
county. Sections nineteen, twenty, twen- 
ty-one, twenty-two, twenty-three, and twen- 
ty-four of the Act entitled “an Act to es- 
tablish, support and regulate Common 
Schools, and to repeal former Acts convern- 
ing the same,” passed May third, eighteen 
hundred and fifty-five, are hereby declared 
to be inapplicable to the city and county of 
San Francisco. 

Sec. 31. The said Superintendent shall 
attend the sessions and act as Secretary of 
the Board of Education, inform them at 
each session of the condition of the Com- 
mon Schools, school houses, school funds, 
and other matters connected therewith, and 
recommend such measures as be may deem 
necessary for the advancement of education 
in the city and county; he shall acquaint 
himself with all the laws, rules and regula- 
tions governing the public schools in the 
said city and county, and the judicial de- 
cisions thereon, and give advice on subjects 
connected with the public schools gratuit- 
ously to officers, teachers, pupils and their 
parents and guardians. In case of a va- 
cancy in the office of Superintendent, the 
Board of Education may assemble and ap- 
point a person to fill the vacancy until the

Src. 32. The School Directors of the 
several districts shall assemble within five 
days after their election and qualification, 
and thereafter on the first Monday in June, 
September, December and March of each 
year, and at such other times as they may 
for urgent reasons be convoked by the Su- 
perintendent, and when so assembled shall 
constitute a Board of Education for the 
city and county of San Francisco. A ma- 
jority of all the School Directors, elected in 
the said city and county, shall constitute a 
quorum to do business, but a smaller num- 
ber may adjourn from day today. The 
Board shall elect a President from among 
its numbers to continue during the pleasure 
of the Board, and in the absence of the 
Superintendent, a Secretary, pro tem., de- 
termine the rules of its proceedings, keep a 
record of its acts and resolutions, and allow 
the same to be published. The sessions of 
the Board shall be public, and the record 
of its proceedings shall remain in the cus- 
tody of the Secretary, subject to the inspec- 
tion, without charge, of all public officers 
and citizens of the said city and county. 


have power: first, To establish Common 
Schools, and School Districts, in said city 
and county, conformably with the laws, and 
to fix the boundaries of such School Dis- 
tricts. Second, To establish rules which 
shall not be contrary to law, for the gov- 
ernment, improvement and progress of the 
Public Schools within the said city and 
county of San Francisco, and for carrying 
into effect the provisions of law relating 
and applicable thereto, and fur the govern: 
ment of all school officers and teachers in 
the discharge of their duties. Third, To 
determine annually the amount, not exceed- 
ing the rate of thirty-five cents to each one 
hundred dollars valuation upon the assess- 
ment roll, to be raised by tax upon the real 
and personal property within the city and 
county, not exempt from taxation for the 
support of Free Common Schools therein, 
and for providing suitable houses, furniture, 
libraries and apparatus. Fourth, To es- 
tablish regulations not inconsistent with 
law as aforesaid, for the safe custody, and 
just and equal disbursement of all moneys 
belonging to the Common School Fund of 
said city and county, from whatsoever 
source arising. Fifth, To require that all 
teachers previous to their being employed 
iu any of the said Common Schools, shall 
be rigidly examined before the said Board, 
or a committee of its members appointed 
for that purpose, or by the Superintendent, 
and being approved, shall receive a certifi- 


| cate signed by such committee and Super- 


intendent, of qualification in respect to 
moral character, ability and fitness, to 
teach in the said schools; and to revoke 
such certificates for good cause, of which 
the said Board shall be the sole judge, giv- 
ing to the party interested reasonable no- 
tice, and an opportunity to be heard ; and 
any School Director, with the advice and 
consent of the Superintendent, may pro- 
visionally withdraw the certificate of any 
teacher employed in the schools of his dis- 
trict, till the next meeting of the Board of 
Education, and in the meantime such teach- 
er shall not be employed in any of the 
Common Schools. 

Sec. 34. Upon the petition of fifty heads 
of white families, resident citizens in any 
district, the Board of Education may in 
their discretion, establish a Common School, 
or additional Common Schools therein, sub- 
ject in all respects to the laws and regula- 
tions governing the other Common Schools, 
awarding to such school or schools, its pro- 
portionate share of the School Fund; but 
no sectarian doctrine shall be permitted to 
be inculcated in any of the Public Schools, 
nor shall any school within the said city and 
county, which is not established and con- 
ducted in comformity with the laws of this 
State and the rules and regulations, not in- 
consistent therewith, established by the 
said Board of Education, be permitted to 
receive any share of che Common School 
Fund. 

Sec. 35. At every regular session of the 
Board of Education, before proceeding to 
other business, each School Director shall 
be called upon to report orally to the Board, 
the condition of the schools in his district, 
the circumstances and wants of the inhabi- 
tants in respect to education, and to sug- 
gest any defect he may have noted, aud 
improvements he would recommend in ex- 
isting regulations on the subject. 


Art. 5. Sec. 71. Provides for the levy- 
ing of a school tax, not to exceed the rate 
of thirty-five cents on each hundred dollars, 
—the rate, under this limit, to be deter- 
mined by the Board of Education. 

Sec. 73 Requires the Superintendent of 
Common Schools to report to the Board of 
Supervisors, on the first Monday in Febru- 
ary, of each year, the condition of bis de- 
partment embracing all, appropriatious and 
expenditures during the preceding year. 

Art. 6. Src. 85. Specifies that claims 
for wages or salaries of teachers in the 
Common Schools, and all other demands, 
payable out of the School Fund, must, be- 
fore they can be paid, be approved by the 
President of the Board of Education, and 
the Superintendent of Common Schools, or 
if they refuse to approve the same, or can- 
not agree, then by the Board of Education. 

Sec. 90. Provides that the salaries of 
teachers in Common Schools shall be paya- 
ble monthly, and must be presented for 
payment within one month after becoming 
due, or within one month after the meeting 
of the Board of Education, at which it 
should be presented and approved. 


Sec. 92. Provides that the decisions of 
the Board of Education shall be final. 

Sceputs. Sec. 7. Requires, that until 
the next general election, the present Board 
of Education shall continue in office. 

Sec. 8. Provides, that at the next gen- 
eral election, there shall be elected School 


Directors for the several Districts.

Such a religion as they 
had could not be distant, or feebl It 
had power to invest the coarse mind with 
a divine presence, and make Jehovah felt 
asan element of experience. Never was 
there a better foundation for a grand, mas- 
sive character in religion; and now God 
means to finish out this character, by unit- 
ing in it the softer shades of feeling, 
and the broader compass of a more catholic 
and genial spirit. We go forth now to a 
people, who unite all manner of opinions, 
and we go in — — with christians of 
other names and ‘creeds; who are un- 
dertakers also in the same great work.— 
We cannot, therefore, spend our strength 
now upon exclusive and distinctive dogmas, 
but we must proceed in a catholic and com- 
prehensive spirit. Otherwise we shall be 
at war with each other. and shall only spend 
our force, in demolishing all the force we 
have. Thus, the Methodists, for example, 
have a ministry admirably adapted, as re- 
gards their mode of action, to the new 
west—a kind of light artillery that God 
has organized, to pursue and overtake the 
fugitives that flee into the wilderness from 
his presence. They are prompt and effect- 
ive in action, ready for all service, and om- 
nipresent, as it were, in the field. The new 
settler reaches the ground to be occupied, 
and, by the next week, he is likely to find 
the circuit crossing by his door, and to hear 
the voice of one crying in the wilderness, 
“ The kingdom of God is come nigh unto 
you!” Our Methodist brethren have put 
on their armor too against the enemies of 
learning among themselves. They are 
building colleges, and one among the num- 
ber, which they mean to make the most 
complete and best endowed university in 
the west. If sometimes their demonstra- 
tions are rude, and their spirit of rivalry 
violent, still it is good to have such rivals, 
for their labor is still ours, and when they 
have reached the state of intelligence they 
are after, they are sure to become effectu- 
ally, if not formally, one with us. There- 
fore let there be, if possible, no controversy 
with them ; but let us rather encourage 
ourselves in a work so vast, by the fact that 
we have so vast an army of helpers in the 
field with as. So of all the other christian 
families, who are going into the field to do 
a work for their Master. There should be 
not only concord of spirit, but also an ac- 
tual understanding ; so that we may cover 
together as much ground as ible. And 
then we should all go forth together, to 
calm the angry divisions of controversy and 
sweeten the bitter prejudices of sectarian 
strife. Earnest for the truth, we must also 
remember, that truth itself is catholic and 
comprehensive. We must shun that vapid 
liberalism, which instead of attracting us 
into unity, will only dissolve us into indiffer- 
ence, and yet we must be willing to stretch 
our forbearance and charity even to Ro- 
manists themselves, when we clearly find 
the spirit of Jesus in their life. In this 
manner, God will instruct us by our work, 
und make our work itself our reward. En- 
gaging with our utmost ardor to save the 
wilder portions of our country, we shall car- 
ry on thus our own noble beginnings to 
completion, and finish out a character, as 
earnest in its sacrifices and catholic in its 
charities, as it is firm in its original ele- 
ments. May we not also hope to draw 
down from the skies, upon us and upon all 
the regions for which we labor, such a bap- 
tism of love as will melt both usand them, 
and all the families of Christ in our land, 
into one christian fraternity.

The Wide West on Government Again. 


- Absence from the city prevented us from re- 


ceiving the last article of the Wide West, upon 
this subject, until after our last week’s issue.— 
In its summing up of the progress of the argu- 
ment, we scarcely know whether most to be in- 
dignant at its unfairness, or to be amused at the 
cool assumption with which the editor proceeds 
to award the laurel of victory to his own head. 
It world be a little more modest to leave the 
judgment of the case to our mutual readers.— 
The editor could not certainly suppose, although 
he assumes that the Pacific has probably present- 
ed its last article upon the subject, that we 
could, by silence, give a seeming assent to such 
statements as his last article contained. 

We will quote from successive articles of our 

own, passages ; enough to show correctly the po- 
sitions which we have taken; from not one of 
which have we seen any cause to recede, in any- 
thing which the Wide West has said, or in our 
farther reflections. In our first article which 
the Wide West attacked, we argued in favor of 
a Sabbath law, not on the ground very common- 
ly taken, that it is required to protect men in 
the exercise of their religious rights: but on 
the ground of the duty which a State owes to 
its subjects to protect their morals, and the duty 
of a confessedly Christian State, to favor the 
observance of those inststutions which are pro- 
motive of public morality. By the recognition 
of a Sabbath, in forbidding things which tend 
peculiarly to abrogate it altogether, we claimed 
that it is in the power of the State virtually to 
createa Sabbath. These are our words: “It 
(the State) owes something to the moral char- 
acter of the beings, whose development is influ- 
enced by the institutions or customs which it 
fosters. or permits.” * * * Every pater- 
nal power, while it may not infringe on the indi- 
vidual conscience, is bound to place safeguards 
against temptation and to array influences lead- 
ing in the right path. This we conceive to be the 
true basis of all legislation for promoting moral 
observances.” It will be seen from this, that 
what we claim is, not the advancement of reli- 
gion by the power of the State, but only the 
protection of public morals, in guarding such a 
universal institution as the Sabbath, the recog- 
nition of which is intimately connected with the 
conservation of morals. 


In our next issue, in defending the right of 
the State thus to legislate, or to favor morality 
by positive enactments, we said : “Government 
has a sanction and an authority and an origin 
above human enactments.” When this was de- 
nied we instanced a similar institution, that of 
marriage, answering similar ends in the smaller 
community to those which government answers 
in the larger community of the State, and which 
is acknowledged, as an institut ion, to be of di- 
vine origin; no matter through what changes it 
may have passed or to whatever abuses have 
been subject. And we claimed subsequently 
that the divine origin of government being ad- 
mitted, it follows that it has a superior sanction 
and authority. 

To these positions the Wide West has raised 
the following objections. Let it be remembered 
that it belongs to that paper, as the assailing 
party, to overthrow our positions if it can. 

First, That government is a creature of the 
people and cannot therefore be invested with 
any paternal attributes. 

2. That the idea of the divine origin of gov- 
ernment isa revival of the old doctrine of the 
divine right of kings: “We cannot see the dis- 
tinction between the two.” 

3. If it be true that government has a divine 
ir} my “how would those who hold the opinions 
of the Pacific propose to ehange it, or overthrow 
it without violating a divine arrangement? and 
“how does this divine arrangement manifest it- 
self in certain notoriously bad governments?” 

4. The closing of theatres and places of busi- 
ness on Sunday evening would be tyrannical, 
and, unless it was the full expression of public 
opinion, inoperative. 

5. Not the divine origin of government is 
the question between us but also its superior 
sanction and authority. 

6. The Wide West quotes John Adams :— 
“Thirteen governments thus founded on the nat- 
are eee of — people alone, without the 

nce of miracle or m , are i 
— in favor of the rights of mankied.” Land 
also Macaulay against Southey: What does 
Mr. Southey mean by saying that religion is de- 
monstrably the basis of civil government, &c? 

These so far as we can gather, include all the 
objections which the Wide West has raised 
against our main positions; although it brings 
some other minor objections against the reason- 
ing which we have employed to maintain them. 
Of these objections, it asserts that we have not 
answered a tithe of them. It also complains 
that we have invariably “dodged” (a classic 
phrase peculiar to tothe Wide West) the charge 
that the idea of a paternal relation between a 
government and people would be “a revival of 
the union of Church and Statz.” Will the Wide 
West inform usin what article it has brought 
forward this objection? In looking over the file 
articles of the Wide West on this subject, which 
lie before us, we find it nowhere used except in re- 
gard toa quotation made by us, of which the 
Wide West says: “It smacks of Church and 
State.” The idea evidently intended to be con- 


veyed by this “invariably” is that all along this 


To all of these objections, we have replied, 
in substance : 

1. That the “human compact,” and the form 
of administration, do not include the whole idea 
of government. Government, as an institution 
of divine appointment, has an identity, through 
all its forms; during the entire history of the 
world. That there are certain provisions which 
it inclades that men by their “compact” have no 
right to dispense with. That all men are alike 
included under its privileges and its obligations, 
apart from any consent of their own will. There 
is room -for the largest liberty in determining 
the order of administration and in selecting the 
officers of government, and yet all these bear to 
government itself only the relation which the 
body bears to the spirit. The officers are not 
the government : the constitution is not govern- 
ment : the stautes are not government. 

2. We think that we proved a distinction be- 
tween the question of the “divine origin of gov- 
ernment” and that of the “divine right of kings.” 
At least we have not heard from the Wide West 
again on the subject except in the remark that 
we “endeavored,” &c. 

8. To the third objection, we answered, that 
government may be a divine institution and sti 
admit of change and the correction of abuse:

igin, and yet require legislation to regulate it; 
the instinct of man, aided by experience nd | 
revelation, seeking through many ages after the 
true divine intent, and seeking the best form of 
expressing that intent, until at last polygamy 
came to be discarded and divorce was rightly 
regulated. The Wide West cannot deny that the 
= institution is a divine one, and it is 
forced to admit that it is, notwithstanding, a fit 
subject for human legislation. If governments 
are “ notoriously bad,” that is badly administer- 
ed, it is both the privilege and the duty of the 
people to place the government, whose strength 
is in their hands, under the safe keeping and 
right conduct of better officers. 
4. Concerning the “tyranny” of moral legisla- 
tion, the Wide West has answered itself. It makes 
the following admission: “There may also be 
communities in which a strict Sabbath is so full 
an expression of public opinion, that a law en- 
forcing it would be no tyranny-” But, it adds: 
„Such is not the case, however, in California. 
This admission is all that we have contended for, 
in this direction. We are as truly “ Republicans” 
as the Wide West. We would not have a Sab- 
bath law in California, except it were the ex- 
pression of public opinion. True republicanism, 
as we understand it, is, that the majority shall 
rule. And how is the Wide West competent to 
assume that the majority in this State are not in 


force and their authority mediately or immediately 
from this original.” Under the same remark he al- 
so subsequently includes the moral precepts of re- 
velation. Dr. Hickok, President of Union Col 
lege, says: “ The theory of a voluntary compact 
is a mere figment. No state ever thus origina- 
ted. Such a convention, if held, could neither 
| upon such a supposition put their laws upon any 
recusants, nor rightfully force these non-comply- 
ing persons from a perpetual residence in the 
midst of them. The compact could righteously 
bind no longer than the lives of the original con- 
tractors, and the next generation must have its 
own option to perpetuate the State or not.” He 
also says: It (government) must, by its own 
public acts, acknowledge some sacred rites, sa- 
cred days and sacred books. No civil govern- 
ment can stand in the neglect of all religion, and 
no community can maintain its freedom without 
a government, thus, in some way, acknowledging 
a religion. (Moral Science, pp 162—282.) 
We hope that the Wide West will not attempt 
to convict these gentlemen of “ illogical reason- 
ing.” The Wide West intimates than this sub- 
ject is of sufficient interest to its readers to be 
worthy of continued discussion. If so, it is then 
but fair that the readers of that journal, as 
well as our own, should hear the arguments on 
both sides. If the Editors of the Wide West 
will copy this article entire into their paper, in 


favor of a Sabbath law? Because the last one 
was “inoperative.”

sustain it, to account for the failure in some 
places of the previous law. With all its sup- 
posed informality, it was enforced and proved a 
blessing throughout the mountains; and the 
people of the mountains have again called for 
another and stricter law, enabling them to close 
the stores on the Sabbath. The people of the 
mountains should remember with gratitude the 
efforts of the Wide West to prevent the passage 
of such a law. Weare republicans, and we hold 
that the only way of determining what laws the 
people are ready to support, is to try to pass 
them, and to try to maintain them. But in mak- 
ing the above admission concerning the proprie- 
ty of “a strict Sabbath,” “ where it is an ex- 
pression of public opinion,” the Wide West had 
apparently forgotten its own words, uttered a 
little earlier: The closing of theatres and 
places of amusement on Sunday evening, would 
be an act of tyranny, because, with many such, 
amusement is a cherished mode of spending that 
evening. If the best good of the community 
demand their closing on one evening of the week, 
it is equally operative on seven.” Here is the 
Wide West's view of the Sabbath. 

5. The Wide West charged us with a misstate- 
ment of the question, because we argued to the 

question of the divine origin of government, when 

it claim sthat the following assertion of ours is the 

real issue between us; viz: “ government has a 

sanction and an authority and an origin above 

human enactments.” And when we replied that 

the settlement of the first proposition required 

also the admission of the last, it had not the can- 

dor either to attempt to disprove our possition, 

which we challenged it to do, or to retract the 

uncourteous and offensive charge. 

6. To the quotations of the Wide West we reply: 

The words of John Adams may bear against some 
position of ours, but we do not know what one. 
These “ governments” we admit to have been 
“ founded on natural authority alone; and that 
natural authority is the power toshape their own 
“ form” of government, which the author of na- 
ture has confided to men. Mr. Macaulay, against 
Mr. Southey, whose opinion may be regarded as 
quite as good in such matters as Mr. Macaulay’s 
opposes chiefly the idea that religion in men is 
the sole subjective principle by which they are 
led to yield obedience to the laws. This, few 
would be found to assert. His question concern- 
ing the right by which Britons hang Brahmins 
has reference simply to a supposed case of abuse 
or usurpation of power. And to his objection 
to the use of the word “fraternal,” as applied to 
government, we reply, that the great mass of the 
people, including women and youth, even in our 
republican country, are influenced by the insti- 
tutions of the State, for more than they influenee 
those institutions. 

If the Wide West now asks us concerning our 
ideas of “ Church and State,” we are free to an- 
swer : The only ground on which we have ever 
argued for laws to promote the observance of the 
Sabbath, is the ground of morality: precisely 
the ground upon which the Wide West has ad. 
mitted the right of the State thus to legislate 
concerning marriage and concerning the Sabbath. 
(See Wide West of May 4th.) And, by the 

way, in the face of this admission, the Wide 
West cannot hereafter argue against the Sabbath 
law, except upon the ground that the majority, 

(the Republican ruling power) are opposed to it 

and that can be told only by trying. We are 
in favor of legislation for the Sabbath only on 

the ground of morality. The State must main- 

tain some things solely for the sake of morality. 

But we claim, also, that if government is a mere 

“human compact” the State has no right to force 

morality upon those who might prefer not to enter 

into the compact. In the fact that government | 
is an original institution appointed for man, and 

an original condition imposed upon him, we find 

authority for the imposing of restraints, such as 

otherwise man might justly rebel against. 

In our discussion, thus far, we have made no 

use of names, preferring to deal with the naked 

questions themselves. We have only in one in- 

stance referred to authority for a historical fact, 

and in another, quoted, without naming the dis- 

tinguished author—language which expressed 

our ideas better than we could do it ourselves. 

But since our opponent relies so much upon 

two doubtful quotations which he brings forth, 

we will give him full satisfaction from the Fathers 

of thought. If the following are not enough, we 

have more at hand. John C. Calhoun, in a 

Disquisition on government, says : “ Constitution 

is the contrivance of man; while government is 

of divine ordination. Man is left to perfect 

what the wisdom of the Infinite ordained as ne- 

cessary to preserve the race... I refer to the 

assertion that all men are equal in the state of 
nature ; meaning by the state of nature, a state 
of individuality, supposed to have existed prior 

to the social and political state. * * * * But such 

a state is purely hypothetical ; it never did nor 
can exist.” 

Blackstone, no mean authority, denies as- 

sent to “the theoretical idea, that there ever 

was a time when there was no such thing as so- 

ciety, either natural or civil, and that, from the

It is thought that the natives 
have long been waiting for some such opportu- 
nity as this, to give vent to the feelings of ani- 
mosity which have existed in their minds- 
against the Americans and especially the rail- 
road company. It is impossible to ascertain 
correctly the number of killed and wounded; 
but probably our estimate of last week is no 
far out of the way. The next steamer will be 
looked for with interest.

Sabbath School Excursion. 

The Sabbath School of the First Congrega- 
tional Church, went on an excursion on Tuesday 
over the Bay, to a grove in the vicinity of Oak- 
land; and from all appearances, the scene was 
one of unmixed enjoyment. This school num- 
bers about two hundred and fifty, pupils and 
teachers. These, with parents and other triends, 
made a nice little party of about three hundred. 
They were accompanied by a fine band of music, 
and took with them ropes for swings, skipping 
ropes, foot-balls, bat-balls, grace-hoops, &c., and 
such a quantity of edibles, and liquor (of the right 
kind,) as no common appetites could have 
disposed of, except, under most favorable cir- 
cumstances. We thought we had been to pic- 
nics before, that were considered “some,” in the 
latitude of Boston: We thought we had seen 
civilized people and decent folks” try to enjoy 
themselves in a rational manner: We thought 
we had seen young ones “loose,” and men who 
professed to hold theological opinions and go to 
church, smile (audibly) before; but we confess that 
at 4 o’clock Tuesday evening, we had to admit 
our New England experience of pic-nics was of 
no account—that they were not to be mentioned 
in the same week with this affair, and that we 
might as well give it up at once. 

In about ten minutes after arriving ground on the 
eight or ten swings were put up, and threegirls 
in each one were describing an arc of 60°, more 
or less, propelled by several men power, with un- 
imaginable delight. Others got out the grace. 
hoops, and the three mythological faries were 
multiplied infinitely, as if in an enchanted mirror. 
Others took the balls, and all tried to see which 
could enjoy the most intense fun in the given 
time of three hours. Some one proposed a horse- 
back ride, and two gallant youths were despatch- 
to the stable for horses, and returned with a 
couple of the sorriest specimens of caballo ever 
seen on a race ground. But they were mounted 
by several couple in succession, (the more vali- 
ant and chivalrous of the party,) and wo do sup. 
pose that no registry of the “turf” affords any 
example of such unparalleled riding as was be- 
held in the suburbs of Oakland that day. Such 
dodging among trees, and jumping of shrub 
oaks, &c., was never seen in a civilized commu- 
nity. If there should be a close examination 
of the forest of Oakland, doubtless some locks of 
hair and gay ribbons might be found. Of the style 
of horsemanship we forbear to speak. It would 
require a separate article. A span of Arabian 
steeds, attached to a splendid “chay” was also 
on the ground by the characteristic fore-sight of 
gome very benevolent young gentlemen, and many 
of the young people were thus afforded a free 
“buss” and tour through the woods. Some 
strayed away to collect flowers; and gaiters and 
pantalets, and white frocks, and tight-lacings 
had to suffer considerable,y specially the latter, 
to our great joy. 

After the discussion of an enormous bill of 
sandwiches, the little people formed a ring, and 
called on the band for a tune, and started “ the 
merrie waltz” in high glee on the sward. Such 
a primeval scene we have not seen in a long time- 
Bare heads, long tresses flying to the breeze, 
white dresses seen through the shrubbery, made, 
altogether, a most delightful picture. No acci- 
dent occurred to mar the festivities, nor any ap- 
proach to one, except that one or two little girls 
walked through the wharf at Davis street, (that 
holy thoroughfare under the supervision of the 
city fathers.) Every thing passed off in the 
most happy manner, and everybody, apparently, 
was unufterably delighted. The party returned at 
4 o'clock, only regretting that the brief season 


of hilarity was so soon over.

Eprrons Paciric : Connecticut has done 
her share towards the settlement of California, 
and the establishment of its various institutions, 
and it does not mean to be behind other States in 
efforts to make Kansas forever free. A company of 
about a hundred colonists from New Haven and 
vicinity has been organized and sent on its way, 
with the prayers and good wishes and benefac- 
tions of the whole community. In connection 
with their departure, public meetings have been 
held of unusual interest; the first, on the eve- 
ning of the Sabbath, gave opportunity for ex- 
pressions of Christian attachmient and of sincere 
regard for the company and the cause they es- 
pouse. A few days after, a second meeting was 
held in the North church, which was crowded, 
though a fee was charged for admission. This 
meeting listened to an address from Rev. H. W. 
Beecher, at the close of which subscriptions 
were made to furnish the colony with “Sharpe’s 
Rifles, and in the course of a few minutes, 
twenty-seven were pledged by those present, be- 
sides twenty-five which Mr. Beecher offered in 
the name of his own church. The bidding was 
commenced by the venerable Prof. Silliman, 
who said he wished to head the list, and give 
one Sharpe’s rifle. Rev. Mr. Dutton said one of 
the colonists was a deacomof his church, and 
he wished to present to him a bible and a rifle. 
And so the bidding went on. 

To us simple-minded persons here, the right 
to go to Kansas and secure liberty for all its 
inhabitants by the ballot-box and by upholding 
proper sentiments, seems as unquestionable as the 
right send missionaries to California, to secure 
that golden land for Immanuel, and so far as the 
Christian duty of selfprotection is concerned, 
the outcry against a supply of weapons, is de- 
signed to present false issues. Some papers have 
expressed surprise that Christian men, and even 
preachers of the gospel, should countenance such 
an expenditure of money, and place reliance on 
arms and ammunition. 

But there isa good deal to be said on this 
subject. First, There is much practical wisdom 
in that amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, which provides that “the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms shail not be in- 
fringed.” It is a sacred right, guaranteed by 
the Constitution, because “a well-regulated mi- 
litia is necessary to the security of a free State.” 
So much for the political aspect of it. 

Next, Would it offend any one’s conscience, if 
it were announced that this colony of men were to 
go to their new home under the escort of a com- 
pany of U.S. troops? or that for the protection 
of the community, a garrison of soldiers was to 
be maintained in its immediate vicinity? But 
as a matter of conscience, what difference does it 
make, whether the rifle is in the hands of the sol- 
dier or the colonist. The people of New Haven 
have not forgotten that the time was, when their 
fathers went armed to the sactuary, and worship- 
ed God while their sentinels kept guard with- 
out. And third, if any fear that so many wea- 
pons will increase the shedding of blood and 
enhance the danger of civil war,—I for one say, 
no! They prevent bloodshed. The invaders 
of Kansas are afraid of Sharpe's rifles. The 
protection which comes from the mere posscs- 
sion of weapons in the hands of Christian men, 
is of incalculable value. Life is too dear to the 
“border ruffians” to be thrown away; and if they 
are to meet with resistance they will hold back. 
We have locks and bolts upon our doors: does not 
that fact secure us from many an attempt at 
burglary? We have prisons and penitentiaries 
for tranegressors: does not the penalty of the 
law deter men from crime? But I forgot that 
I was writing to Californians, who have had so 
much experience that they do not need this hom- 
ily. Before leaving this subject, however, let 
me add that the attempt has been eommenced 
by the Congregational Union to raise a fund of 
$20,000 for building churches in Kansas; and 
that in many other ways, pecuniary aid is far- 
nished to those who make it their home. 

Considerable interest is felt in some circles in 
the present relations of the Orthodox and Uni- 
tarians in New England. Last summer, the 
Rev. Mr. Dutton of New Haven, by appoint- 
ment of the General Association of Connecticut, 
preached the annual “Concio ad clerum” at 
Commencement, upon the topic assigned him: 
“The relation of the atonement to holiness.” — 
In the January number of “The Religious Mag- 
azine,” a monthly for families, edited by the 
Rev Prof. Huntington of Harvard College, this 
sermon was printed in full, with approbation.— 
In the next number, the Rev. Dr. Hall, a much 
respected Unitarian clergyman of Providence, 
took acception to the sermon, and this leads to 
a discussion between him and its author, which 
seems to be conducted in a fair spirit, and is like, 
ly to do good. Some articles now appearing in 
the Christian Examiner are of interest in this 
connection. 


An interesting correspondence has appeared 
in some of the papers, between the Rev. Mr. 
Patton of Hartford, and Dr. Hallock, Secreta- 
ry of the American Tract Society, in which the 
former offers in behalf of his church, a premium 
of $100 for the best tract on slavery, which 
shall meet with the approbation of Dr. Hawes, | 
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suitable for publication by the society. Dr. 
Hallock, however, most decidedly declines to 
have to do with such an offer, though he promi- 
ses if the tract is written, it shall receive the 
careful consideration of the publishing commit- 
tee. The advocates of a change in the policy 
of the Tract Society on this subject, consider 
this refusal as fully significant of the determina- 
tion of the Committee not to change their course 
in consequence of any demands and appeals that 
have as yet been presented to them. What they | 
would say to a direct vote of members of the So- 
ciety at the next or any future anniversary, in- 
structing them to pursue a differently policy, 
cannot be told in advance. 

The ship Resolute, which after being abandon- 
ed in the Northern seas, was taken and brought 
into port by Yankee seamen, has been lying for 
three months in New London harbor, till it could 
be ascertained whether the British government 
would assert its ownership, or abandon it to the 
parties rescuing her. There are different reports 
about the value of the vessel; at first it was es- 
timated at $75,000, but lately is said that the 
value does not much exceed $20,000. The 
claims of the common seamen, for salvage, have 
been satisfied bya payment to them of $300 
each. 

The third number of Mr. Henry Barnard’s 
“Journal of Education,” is an improvement 
upon those that preceded it, and gives promise 
that this bi-monthly periodical will be of great 
usefulness. Not only in Mr. Barnard’s long and 
entire devotion to the cause of education, but 
in the number and the ability of the geutlemen 
who have promised contribations to this Jour- 
nal, we find assurance of its success. In exam- 
ining the present number, I have been impres- 
sed with the extent of the work which the editor 


| by itself. School architecture is a comprehen- 
i sivetheme. Stat:stics of education are well worthy 
of being studied by all who have to do with 
systems of education. Spectal schools for scien- 
tific’instruction, and for thorough practical train 
ing in engineering, architecture, mining, chem- 
istry, farming and manufacturing, have hardly 
an existence in this country, though deemed as 
essential in Europe as schools of law, medicine 
and theology; and this “Journal” will do a 
service if it directs public attention to the im- 
portance and value of such institutions. Two 
or three articles of this number are directed to 
this end. 
| The complete failure of P. T. Barnum, which 
was occasioned by endorsements for the Jerome 
Clock Co., has been a matter for constant talk, 
and has afforded another illustration of the 
truth that riches make themselves wing. This 
insolvency reducing him to the necessity of keep- 
ing boarders for a livelihood, and coming so soon 
after his publishing to the world the tricks by 
which he made his fortune, has led many to 
apply to his case, the text (Jer. 17: 11,) “As 
the partridge sitteth on eggs and hatcheth 
them not, so he that getteth riches and not by 
right, shall leave them in the midst of his days, 
and at his end shall be a fool.” Another illus 
tration of the same truth is afforded in the 
downfall of Robert Schuyler, who has recently 
died abroad in disgrace, and whose remains have 
been brought to New York for interment. 

The students at Yale, and the citizens of New 
Haven have enjoyed this winter, for the first 
time, the privilege of hearing the lectures of 
Prof. Dana, on Geology, which have been de- 
livered during the last six weeks. Mr. Dana 
was appointed to his present chair upon the 
resignation of Prof. Sillman. Sr., but his enga- 
gement with the reports of the United States 
Exploring Expedition, have prevented his en- 
trance upon its duties, until the present year. 
His lectures have been profoundly interesting, 
and at the same time thoroughly scientific and 
systematic, and all who have heard them, regret 
that they have come toaclose. The January 
number ef the Bibliotheca Sacra, contained an 
elaborate and valuable article from his pen ou the 
Harmony of Science and the Bible. Freshness 
and vigor of thought, aptness of illustration, pro- 
found research, and love for science, are marked 
characteristics of this article, while the whole 
is pervaded with a reverential spirit, and a re- 
gard for the Scriptures, which it is delightful to 
see exhibited by scientific men. 

One of the New Haven banks is soon to issue 
an edition of bills protected against alteration, 
by a method patented by Mr. Christopher D, 
Seropyan. “The paper is so prepared that the 
application of chemical agents to remove any of 
the printing destroys that portion of the bill to 
which they may be applied. The appearance 
of the notes is entirely different from those now 
in cireulation, the surface of the paper being 
covered with a yellowish tint, and the printing 
being of a blueish rather than a black color.” 
What adds to the interest of this notice is the 
fact that Mr. Seropyan is an Armenian, a na- 
tive of Constantinople, who has spent several 
years in this“ country pursuing literary. theol- 
ogical and medical studies, with the hope of 
preparing himself for usefulness among his own 
nation.

Even if our busi- 
ness should thus be damaged a little for the 
time being, we look forward to the Sacramento 
Valley Railroad to set us right again, and bring 
this embryo city into full life and magnitude. 
That railroad we must have. It can easily be 
constructed, and would be a good investment 
for Eastern capitalists. Why do not our inter- 
ested business men take pains to make the facts 
known at the East? These, I am sure, if thor- 
oughly attested, would unlock some of those 
New York or Boston coffers, and tempt their 
treasures to revisit the State from which they 
were so largely drawn. 

If railroad investments had not proved so 

disastrous of late, Eastern capital would not 
wait to be invited ; some of those “riches” would 
would “take to themselves wings and fly away” 
—not as deserters—across the Rocky Moun- 
tains. But now we must wait till the men whose 
spectacles are aii gold—frame, rim and lens— 
shall, at the distance of 3000 miles, spy out a safe 
investment. Oh! Schuyler how much hast thou 
to auswer for, in the shattered fortunes of thine 
immediate and mediate victims, in the prevented 
prosperity of many a broad region! This val- 
ley railroad must be built, and I hope will be 
before many years. It would find its natural 
terminus at this place; here in the foot-hills, 
just before you reach the rugged mountains that 
exact their toll of toil from all who are north- 
ward wound. ‘This road would benefit the 
whole State. I hope a vigorous effort will soon 
be made to get it.

oldest inhabitant. Excessive cold characteriz- 
ed the season a year ago: of late we have had 
constant, excessive cold. In some parts of the 
State the obstructions by snow to railroad trav- 
| elling have exposed thousands of passengers, 

not only to inconvenience but to peril. At one 
| point on the New York Central Road, e. g. where 
usually the cars pass fifteen or twenty times a 
day, not a locomotive was seen for more than 
three days. At Dunkirk, hundreds of travellers 
were detained for three or four days unable to 
move in any direction, and this happened more 
than once. Within a week it has been said that 
the drifts on the Buffalo and New York City 
Railroad were twelve and fourteen feet, and my 
own eyes have seen in some of the country roads 
still greater embankments. I cannot say that 
there is any connection between the weather and 
Sunday trains, but I am happy to see that three 
of the principal companies—the Hudson River, 
N. Y. Central, and Erie—announce that “ no 
trains will leave on Sunday.” 

Visitors at Niagara Falls report that the 
scene there this winter has been one of unequal- 
led grandeur. Not only has the ice bridge 
below the fall been strong enough to admit the 
passing of men and horses with perfect safety, 
but immense mounds of ice have been formed 
directly in front of the American Fall, two- 
thirds at least of its height, and these mounds 
have been accessible, so that parties have stood 
facing the water in its descent with their feet 
upon the frozen spray. And more wonderful 
still, the ice passing down the rapids has accu- 
mulated between the islands and found an an- 


with perfect safety down the middle of the cur- : 
rent to the very verge, and there stood on a 
mound of ice looking down into the abyss, while 
on either side of them the water rushed along 
with unrestrained velocity. Truth is stranger 
than fiction.” 

The special meeting of the American Board 
to hear the report of the Deputation to India, 
and to discuss the subject of alterations in Mis- 
sion Schools, was held at Albany in the early 
part of March. The meeting seems to have 
been one of deep interest, and its session, pro- 
tracted through two or three days, is admitted 
to have been serviceable to the cause of Missions. 
The report of the Deputation is very long, and 
will be widely circulated in pamphlet form. The 
changes which have been proposed and attempt- 
ed are such as to givelgreater importance to the 
oral proclamations of the Gospel, to dispense 
with the English Language in native schools, 
and to furnish native churches with native pas- 
tors. The action resulting from a full discus- 
sion of these and collateral subjects, was the 
reference of the report to a Committee of thir- 
teen, who are to investigate and report at the 
next annual meeting. The remarks in the Mis- 
sionary Herald upon the meeting are of this 
character. 

1. The number of members in attendance 
was highly gratifying. Eighty-two corporate, 
and about two hundred honorary members, at an 
inclement season. 

2. The candor of those who were present was 
obvious. Notwithstanding the divergency of 
feeling with which they came together, and in 
the strong conviction in many minds that grave 
errors had been committed, it became apparent 
in the course of the discussion that the only ob- 
ject of the meeting was to get at the truth. 

3. The unanimity with which the flual action 
of the Board was taken, was noteworthy. 

4. The recent meeting shows that the mis- 
sionary enterprise is made stronger by its trials. 
There were many fears before the convocation: 


Men differed widely as they supposed. But 
Christian principle, by the Grace of God, car- 
ried the meeting to a pleasant and satisfactory 
termination. 

This result is suggestive of the desirableness 
of a similar gathering of the members of the 
American Tract Society, and of the tendency 
of such a deliberative meeting, to harmonize the 
conflicting views of those who condemn, and 
those who acquiesse in the silence of the Socie- 
ty respecting the iniquities of sl avery. 

Granted that there is “divergency of feeling;”’ 
granted that there is “a strong conviction in 

many minds that grave errors have been com- 

mitted,” and is there any better way to secure 
unanimity and remove the stumbling block, than 
for Christian men to come together—the Lord 
Jesus being in the midst of them, and the Holy 
Ghost in their hearts,—and talk and pray about 
it? And even if many fears preceded such a 
convocation, and some excitemeut attended its 
progress, why might we not hope for a pleasant 
and satisfactory termination, as there was last 
month at Albany, and as there was centuries 
ago at Antioch. 

For more than three months Mr. Finney has

Nxaxly ten years , Professor Morse 
remarked to us that aà telegraphic commu- 
nication with the old world was a mere ques- 
tion of its practicability he had 
not a doubt.” With all our love for the 
esteemed inventor, and all our confidence 
in his scientific skill, we could not but 
regard the suggestion as chimerical. But 
what seemed like an extravagant fancy, is 
abont to be a living, speaking reality. 

While we write, a party of . 
gentlemen are employed in la aying the first 
cable, about 100 miles long, of the tele- 
grphic line to reach from Newfoundland 
to the coast of Ireland. Andin a little 
more than two years the 1,750 miles will 
probably be spanned, and the additional 
1,200 miles to New York completed; so 
that the merchants of London and New 
York can converse as easily about their 
affairs as if they were face to face in Lombard 
or Wall streets. 

An English company provide the cable 
and wires enclosed, while an American 
company constract the line from the coast 
of Newfoundland to New York, having 
secured important privileges and grants 
for this purpose from the provincial legisla- 
tures. The fact has been discovered by 
frequent soundings, that an immense plat- 
eau or plain extends nearly the whole 
distance from coast to coast, with much 
less than the average depth of the water 
of the ocean—as if it were formed by the 
Creator to facilitate the necessities of inter- 
course of these latterdays. And the exper- 
iments of submarine telegraphs in the Brit- 
ish channel, in the Mediterranean, and in 
the Black sea—350 miles of wire being 
stretched under water from Balaklava to 
Varna—leave us no room to doubt that 
this gigantic enterprise will be successful. 
We trust that the first utterance of the 
completed American and European tele- 
graph will be a reiteration of the devout 
sentiment which flashed along the wires of 
Professor Morse’s experimental line—the 
first telegraphic message ever penned—

Another Laura Bridgman. 


A correspondent of the Detroit Advertis- 
er gives an interesting account of a little 
girl named Dillingham, a native of Fall 
River Massachusetts. She is deaf, dumb, 
and blind, and has no use of her right limbs, 
yet she will converse fluently (with the 
mute alphabet), writes very legibly with 
her left hand, reads common writing, on 
paper or a slate, or print, (if the book be 
not too much worn) by passing her fingers 
over the words. She will also distinguish 
the colors of a variegated dress in the same 
way. She has wrought several pieces of 
crewel work that would be a credit to any 
girl of her age, selecting and arranging all 
the colours by feeling, and using only her 
left hand. She plays drafts and backgam- 
mon expertly. She knows when any one 
eomes into the room, by the jar of the bed, 
(on which she constantly lies) and can in 
this way distinguish the different members 
of the family. 

The writer adds: A son and daughter 
of my informant spent several days at Mr. 
Dillingham’s. One day the young lady, to 
test Abby’s acuteness, entered the room 
with an unusual gait. She laughed out, 
and immediately imitated the long steps 
with her fingers upon the bed cover, and 
said Sally —the right name—(with her 
fingers, of course.) She possessed the usu- 
al bodily faculties till she was eight years 
of age, when a severe fall brought on dis- 
ease of the spine, resulting in fits, and the 
privation of sight, hearing, and speech. 
She lies on her back, and is moved once in 
four or five weeks, Great care needs to be 
taken to avoid shaking the bed much, for 
this would throw her at once into a fit.
